Generally it is mailed to ALL act! ve Diplomacy 
publishers,, as this is a non-political hobby service. 

Pefore I list the publishers who currently have game openings I will 

give an explanation as to what I mean by The death of * Pandemonium Press." 

I have been a very active participant in the postal diplomacy hobby for 
two decades. Few have accomplished and have done as much as 'I have for 
this hobby. I often wonder :.if there would be a postal hobbv if It weer 
not for people like myself, Mark Perch, Bruce Linsev, Fred Davis and 
Kerb Berents. I have watched the hobby .crow from a small close knit 
organization to a diverse community which is comprised of various cliques. 
Naturally with increased membership the hobby has adapted to the various 
personalities.. During the late 70 's this change appeared to be for the 
better. However, in the past few years it has^become more and more appar- 
ent that many of those who claim to be playing postal dip for fun and 
enjoyment are but a cancer for our hobby. ' Of "course I will not mention 
any names as I have never been much for taking sides and feuding. 

Diplomacy has been a major part of my life for as long as I can remember. 
The behavior of many of its participants has not only soured mv view of 
this hobby but it has also affected my personal life. r am in" the midst 
of a severe depression which began over a year ago. It has been very hard 
for me to deal with this as I have always" believed in living life to the 
hilt. In the past mv employer only had praise for my work. This praise 
however has turned Into criticism due to slower production and a lack of 
quality. And of course their are only so many excuses one can make to 
his lover. Thus the only solution is" to fold DIPLOMACY WORLD and ERETvHON. 
I would have folded DIPLOMACY Y/ORLD long ago but my love for the postal 
hobby and its participants runs very deep. ~And of course without DIPLO- 
MACY WORLD it would have only made a bad situation worse as it is the 
only professional magazine of the Diplomacy Hobby. So I have waited and 
waited for the feudmongers to ease up and change their tactics. I can 
wait no longer. As of now the Pandemonium Press publications will cease 
to exist. I will be turning my games over to the orphan service as soon 
as I have a chance. 

That brings us to the question of refunds. Since ERETfHON was a private 
zine I will make every attempt to refund the sub fees. I will warn you 
all to be patient. I just used my last check and am waiting for a new 
order.. Put you know how slow banks can be. DIPLOMACY WORLD is another 
story. It is a public magazine. It was given to me in debt.. And it 
has shown little profit during the past two years. Therefore refunds 
will not be available. However, I am hoping the Dipcon committee will 
allocate funds and perhaps I'll be able to give back 10 or 15 cents on 
a dollar.
